SPEAKER URGES 


Geographer 
Tells 
Need 
For Inventory Of 
All Changes 


“We Remap the World" was the 
subject of an address delivered by 
Clarence 
Sorenson, 
noted 
geo­ 
grapher, at the closing session of 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
Teachers 
convention here yesterday 
after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Sorenson said in part: 
“It is said that today, as never 
before, Americans are anxious to 
know about 
their 
world. 
They 
are concerned about 
the 
news, 
and what may be behind it. From 
Maine to California, they repeat 
the same simple questions—What 
about Russia? What is the 
truth 
about China? How about 
India? 
Is Germany to be strong, again? 
“What shall we tell them? First 
of all, I believe we 
should 
em- | 
phasize that there 
are 
answers. 
And getting these answers does not 
depend on any tricks, any long­ 
distance reading of Stalin’s mind. 
Instead, as we all know, today’s 
news reflects certain 
basic 
pat­ 
terns of living, of politics, or re­ 
sources, and of people in the areas 
concerned. 
An 
explanation 
of 
world affairs, a news commentary, 
if you please, need not border on 
the fantastic. 
“I suggest that we re-map 
the 
world in order to see clearly what 
these 
basic 
elements 
are, 
and 
which 
are 
important, 
in 
w’hat 
places, today. By that I, of course, 
do not mean that we should m ea­ 
sure again each mile of land and 
sea. I do mean that we should give 
special consideration to the 
new 
features, both human and physi­ 
cal, that exist in today’s world. In 
some ways, the resources of 
our 
world have changed rapidly. But 
there 
have 
been 
far 
greater 
changes in the human landscape— 
new political organizations, 
new 
ideas, new tools. These, too, must 
be carefully observed, and record­ 
ed. Only when our maps of man 
are as good as our maps of land, 
w'ill we have an 
adequate 
basis 
for the discussion 
of world 
af­ 
fairs."

Teaching of the right 
attitude 
toward our natural resources was 
advocated by 
Shirley W. Allen, 
professor of forestry, 
University 
of Michigan, at the 
conservation 
education section program of the 
Upper Peninsula teachers conven­ 
tion here yesterday morning. 
“We live in a physical and 
to 
some 
extent 
a 
spiritual 
sense 
from the natural resources which 
surround us,” Prof. 
Allen 
said. 
“We cannot live without them. We 
may fail individually to recognize 
this great fundamental truth and 
to understand our individual re­ 
lation to these natural resources, 
but to fail collectively is actually 
to risk both our individual lives 
and our national life.” 
Prof. Allen asserted that a citi­ 
zen of a democracy such as ours 
must be doubly alert to see that 
natural resources are 
conserved. 
He added that the very attitude of 
the individual determines wheth­ 
er these resources will be 
well- 
managed or badly-managed. 
“What is this about natural re­ 
sources belonging to society as a 
whole and 
being 
held 
only in 
trust by the owners?” Prof. Allen 
asked. “May a farmer abuse his 
land because he owns it? May the 
corporation which 
has 
acquired 
title to lands underlain with ore, 
coal, oil, phosphate or marl, 
ex­ 
ploit its property wastefully? May 
a state like Michigan which, un­ 
der our laws, actually owns 
the 
fish and game resources, regard­ 
less of where these animals may 
wander - neglect, chase 
out, 
or 
allow unlimited capture of 
these 
wild things? How about 
a 
class 
period in one of the social studies 
or in agriculture for the discussion 


of the question? 
“Did the role of lumbering 
in 
the 
development 
of 
Michigan 
serve any good purpose? Was it 
all timber butchering? Did it help 
to build up any other part of the 
United States? 
Are 
the 
forests 
coming back through good 
m an­ 
agement? Isn’t this history?" 
Prof. Allen defined conservation 
as the good management of natu­ 
ral resources, land, water, birds, 
brine wells, muck lands, muskrats 
and people. 
“It is a campaign against waste," 
he continued. “Let the 
class 
in 
economics figure out the different 
kinds of waste and the students in 
mathematics w'ork problems in it. 
Neither we nor our students will 
ever be conservers if we do 
not 
have reasonable understanding of 
the simpler facts of science, of a 
few of the techniques and 
some 
of the procedures used 
in 
con­ 
serving natural resources. Let us 
teach our young people 
to 
con­ 
serve the foundations of prosper­ 
ity."

an increase in the Regular Army 
Officer 
Corps 
strength 
from 
25.000 to 50,000. 
It was also disclosed that on a 
date to be announced, additional 
applications for commissions "will 


be accepted. Those who qualify 
under a processing program par- 
elleling closely that employed tf 
select 
an 
initial 
incrxment 
of 
9.813 officers late in June will be 
added 
to 
the consideration list 
and given equal opportunity on 
the 
basis 
of 
qualification wit> 
those already listed. 
While machinery for accepting 
additional applications is not yet 
functioning, full details are ex­ 
pected to be announced 
shortly 
and the program gotten under way 
probably by October 15. 
It was pointed out that original 
applicants not among the initial 
9.813 given Regular Army com­ 
missions may assume they are on 
the consideration list unless they 
have been 
formally notified by 
the War Department to the con­ 
trary. Those who have been noti­ 
fied of rejection will not be eligi­ 
ble. Others will be permitted to 


restate 
their 
interest 
in being 
commissioned as a Regualr Offi­ 
cer and to change their choice of 
branches, if they so desire, before 
the integration of the 25,000 new 
Regular Officer is begun, regard­ 
less of whether they are still on 
active duty or have reverted to 
civilian status. 
Tentative plans for integration 
of these officers call for appoint­ 
ments 
to 
be made in four in­ 
crements, in January, May, Sep­ 
tember and December of 1947. It 


is anticipated that greater empha­ 
sis will be given to commissioning 
officers in the ranks of Captain 
and Major than was given in the 
first integration.

Farmers can have logs custom- 
sawed by mills for their own use, 
according to a directive of the 
C ivilian 
Production 
Adm inistra­ 
tion, provided such lumber does 
not exceed 5,000 board feet during 
a calendar quarter. 
Another change may reduce the 
amount of lumber available for 
farmers use in repair and main­ 
tenance on farms. 
Previously, all 
lumber 
distributors 
had to set 
aside 5 per cent of their lumber 
for rated orders, m ainly veterans’ 
housing, until the end of the cal­ 
endar year. 
Now distributors who order on 
the basis of inventories are re­ 
quired to set aside 80 per cent for 
rated orders, and to hold any sur­ 
plus over indefinitely for filling 
such orders. 
Lum ber not used to fill rated 
orders previously was released to 
farmers and others. However, the 
new provision does not affect the 
m ajority of 
rural 
lum ber yards 
who order on the basis of two car­ 
loads a quarter.

Tax Exemption “Honus

“ HE A m erican Legion in convention at 
San Francisco voted dow n an outright 
bonus for World War II veterans, but the 
Legionnaires did not reject the principle 
of a v eteran s’ bonus. This is indicated by 
their advocacy of a th ree-y ear exem ption 
of taxation for the first $5,000 of earned 
income of veterans following their 
dis­ 
charge from service. In effect this is a 
veterans’ bonus under a different name. 
The tax exemption proposal

WHAT IS THE ORIGIN?

Q. I’ve read of gold being “earm ark ed ” 
for such and such a purpose.

The Washington

W ashington—A significant battle

the stock m arket has been taking

Stock Exchange. The out­ 
come concerns every in­ 
vestor in the country.

He is also reluc­ 
ta n t to encourage the public to get in on 
a stock m arket which suffered its great­ 
est m onthly loss in history during S eptem ­ 
ber. 
In that m onth the value of securities 
dropped eight billion dollars, m ore than 
tw ice as much as during “black October, 
1929.” 
Eccles* advisers argue that 
the 
only 
thing which prevented the m arket 
drop 
from becoming a complete financial dis­ 
aster was the 
no-m argin 
rule, 
w hich 
m e an t that every legal trader in the stock 
m a rk e t was buying for cash. 
Thus, w hen 
prices dropped, there w’as no rush to b o r­ 
row m oney to cover the drop. As a re ­ 
sult of this insistence on no margin*, the 
effect on the country was cushioned. 
Eccles, his friends say, is not going to 
budge on the no-m argin rule now. 


— LA GUARDIA SEES STALIN— 


W hen UNRRA Director La G uardia and 
aides visited Moscow on their decent tour 
of Europe, his entire party was eager to 
see Stalin. 
The K rem lin invitation, how ­ 
ever, only perm itted La G uardia and tw’o 
other UNRRA officials to call on the top 


I Soviet leader. 
La Guardia, therefore, suggested to his 
aide, Joseph Lilly, th a t he divert the rest 
of th e party by taking them to Lenin’s 
tomb, where the body of the father of the 
Russian revolution is still perfectly p re ­ 
served. 
L ate that night, the party reassembled, 
and Lilly eagerly asked La G uardia w hat 
he had learned 
from 
Stalin. 
Replied 
Fiorello: 
“ I got as m uch out of Stalin as you did 
out of Lenin.” 


—MEXICAN MEAT BAN— 


So much friction has been kicked up bv 
the U. S. em bargo ag; \ t M exican cattle 
and hoof-and-m outh disease that President 
T ru m an has taken the unusual 
step 
of 
w riting a personal letter to the president 
of Mexico about it. 
In his letter T rum an 
backed up the agriculture 
d ep artm en t’s 
em bargo and denied that it was inspired 
by U. S. cattlem en who w ant to 
avoid 
M exican competition. 
T rum an told the Mexican chief execu­ 
tive that he believed the ban was entirely 
justified 
as 
a 
precautionary 
m easure 
against the threat of hoof-and-m outh dis­ 
ease, adding that it would be rescinded 
only when officials of the 
dep artm en t’s 
anim al husbandry division w ere satisfied 
no danger exists. 
Cause of all the trouble is some breeder 
bulls which Mexico imported*from Brazil. 
Real fact is that more than a year ago, 
w hen Mexican stock raisers were arrang­ 
ing to purchase the Brazilian bulls, 
the 
agriculture departm ent 
w arned 
Mexico 
that entry of the animals might bring a 
U. S. em bargo on all Mexican cattle. O f­ 
ficials explained that disease control in _ 
Brazil was inadequate and 
that 
several 
epidemics of the dread hoof-and-m outh 
m alady had been recorded there during 
th e pnst two decades. 
This w arning was ignored. 
One h u n - 
[ dred and sixteen Brazilian 
bulls 
w ere 
j cleared through the M exican q u arantine 
j station on S acrifices Island, in the G ulf 
: of Mexico off Vera Cruz, and brought to 
1 the mainland. 
A few months later, the 
M exicans placed a second order for 327 
additional bulls. 
On Ju n e 4 of this year, while that sec­ 
ond shipm ent was en route to Sacrificios, 
the agriculture departm ent 
banned 
all 
M exican cattle from entering the United 
States. 
Agricultural attaches of the U. S. 
em bassy had reported that a num ber 
of 
the original bulls 
from 
Brazil 
showed 
symptoms of being hoof-and-m outh 
dis­ 
ease carriers. 
Theoretically, the second 
lot 
of 
327 
bulls has been held Intact on Sacrificios, 
pending exhaustive tests by a joint com ­ 
mission of U. S. and M exican governm ent 
veterinarians. 
Officials say the tru th is, 
however, that nearly a score of these an i­ 
mals have already found their w ay to the 
mainland. 
These are the facts which led the agri­ 
culture departm ent to continue its em ­ 
bargo, with P resident T ru m an ’s 
official 
approval, in the fact of vigorous protests 
from both M exican and 
Brazilian 
cattle 
interests, as well as some breeders in the 
USA. 
NOTE—The ban on M exican cattle to­ 
day helps contribute to the m eat sh o rt­ 
age, since M exican

33 YEARS OLD 


Noted Boys’ Institution 
Began 
On 
Farm 
Near Albion 


Garden 


Albion, Mich.—S tarr Common­ 
wealth for Boys, whose founder, 
Floyd Starr, originated the slogan, 
"there is 
no such thing as a bad 
boy,” w ill celebrate its 33rd an­ 
niversary on Oct. 6. 
The Com m onwealth, later cop­ 
ied by other institutions in several 
parts of the United States, 
was 
founded by Starr on a run-down 
farm three miles from Albion, to 
provide a home and training for 
boys who were delinquent or were 
homeless. 
It now has 
grown to 
what 
am ounts 
to 
a 
teen-age 
boarding school w ith 
167 
boys 
now enrolled, the peak capacity 
until m ore buildings can be add­ 
ed. In 33 years, records show that 
95 per cent of S tarr’s boys never 
have been in trouble again after 
leaving the school. Most boys stay 
about tw o years. 
Starr, now w hite-haired began 
his Com m onwealth after 
he was 
graduated from 
Albion 
College, 
equipped only with a weed-grown 
farm , a sm all pond, a dilapidated 
house and a creaky barn. 
Using the theory 
that 
“Boys 
are not bad. They merely 
have 
kinks in their characters, and it 
is our job to find these kinks and 
straighten them out,” Starr began 
taking any 
boys 
who 
were 
in 
trouble. He proved his theory so 
well th at juvenile courts all over 
M ichigan began sending him boys 
who needed “saving.” 
The school never has received 
governm ental aid either from the 
State <fr other units, but has been 
supported by gifts, tag days and 
Xmas Seal sales. 
G radually adding farm land and 
em ploying farm hands, Starr now 
grows a m ajor share 
of the food 
eaten at the Commonwealth, and 
in recent years established a dairy 
herd. The farming, however, is in­ 
cidental to the school, aside from 
helping to support it. 
Tile boys 
live in IO cottages, attend classes 
in buildings scattered over w hat 
resem bles the cam pus of a small 
college, and if they show aptitude 
are sent to junior college in Jack­ 
son. G rades through the lith are 
taught at the Commonwealth. 
Starr, himself, 
attributes 
the 
success of the school simply 
to 
“giving a boy a norm al clean life,” 
w ithout any hard-and-fast 
rules 
for “reform .” 
“This 
isn't 
a 
‘reform atory’, 
S tarr said today. “It is a place to 
re-form not reform. I haven’t any 
form ula for handling a boy. Ev­ 
eryone is a different 
boy, 
with 
different problem s.” 
Most extraordinary about S tarr’s 
Com m onwealth is that 
it has no 
walls, no guards, not even a fence. 
If a boy w ants to run away, there 
is nothing to prevent 
him 
from 
doing so—except the fact, proved 
over 33 fenceless years, that boys, 
even some that judges 
had de­ 
clared hopelessly delinquent 
be­ 
cause of repeated felonies, 
learn 
soon th at they like being there. A 
few' have run aw ay in 
the first 
few days or weeks at the Com­ 
m onwealth, but alm ost 
without 
exception, they returned and sub­ 
sequently made good in life. 
Of the Cire per cent who got in ­ 
to trouble after leaving the school, I 
S tarr’s comment invariable is; 
“No, the boy didn’t fail, I did.” J

COST OF KAPOK 
AND PAINTS UP 


Increase In Restaurant 
Meat Meal Prices To 
Be Out This Week 


Washington, Oct. 3 (ZP) — Up 
goes the cost of kapok, used for 
articles ranging from matti'esses 
to softballs, along with the cost 
of some cloth and some kinds of 
lumber and house paint. 
OPA tonight put domestic ceil­ 
ings on kapok on a basis of cost 
plus the usual margin of profit. 
Kapok is an imported fiber. 
Foreign prices of kapok, OPA 
said, have jumped 40 to 50 per­ 
cent above former domestic ceil­ 
ings. It said the increase to take 
care of this probably will show 
up in the finished products. 
To encourage production, 
the 
ceiling price on 
eastern 
spruce 
was lifted $4 per 1,000 board feet. 
A boost of $1 per 1,000 was al­ 
lowed on several kinds of pine and 
hemlock from the northeast and 
Atlantic coast regions. 
Because linseed oil is more ex­ 
pensive, OPA lifted 
ceilings 
on 
eight kinds of paint. 
Manufac­ 
turers will charge 4 to 17 cents a 
gallon more, and this 
will 
be 
passed on to consumers. 
Increases of a cent or two a 
yard were granted 
on 
fabrics 
made of wool or 
rayon 
mixed 
with cotton. 
While hiking the prices of some 
items of clothing and shelter, OPA 
said it would announce later this 
week an increase for food — for 
meals with meat for people who 
eat out. 
OPA announced 
that 
packers 
could slaughter the same number 
of cattle and pigs this month as 
was allowed in 
September.

was an empty gesture. 
Few slaughtering houses have 
been able, since 
price 
ceilings

Long Steel Strike 
Ended In Canada 
Toronto, Oct. 
3 (JF)—Canada’s 
crippling 80-day basic steel strike 
ended today as steelworkers in 
three eastern Canadian cities voteo 
to accept a 13-cents-an-hour wage 
increase—6 ti cents an hour less 
than their original demand. 
Results of the secret-ballot vote 
were announced in Toronto by of­ 
ficials of the United Steelworkers 
of America (CIO). 
Preparations 
were begun for resumption of full 
production. 
The strike involved 
about 14,000 workers.

Refinery Explosion 
Death Toll 7, With 
140 Others Injured 


Marcus Hook, Pa., Oet. 4 (ZP)— 
The death toll in spectacular ex­ 
plosions and fire at Sun Oil com­ 
pany's huge Marcus Hook refinery 
climbed to seven today with at 
least 140 others injured, five crit­ 
ically. 
Huge clouds of smoke, lighted

cal experts will 
visit Russia

new

treatm ent, 
called KR, developed 
by 
Soviet 
scientists. 
Little is known in this country 
of KR but an article published to­ 
day in the bulletin of the Soviet I 
Embassy said it 
means 
“a

page is turned in the history 
of 
the struggle 
against 
the dread 
disease, cancer.” 
The bulletin said KR was tested 
on human beings one year ago af­ 
ter experim ental work with mice. 
“The clinical observations show­ 
ed that w hile KR had little effect 
in cases of cancer of the skin, it 
was highly effective in cancer of 
the throat, of the cervix 
of 
the 
uterus and of 
the 
breast,” 
the 
article said. 
KR is a preparation 
made 
of 
living m aterial, the 
trypanosoma 
kruzzi (eruzi), a parasite found in 
the blood of anim als and men and 
a carrier of disease fatal to 
hu­ 
man beings.
